Madrid. Aug. 1.—1There is great ex 
cltment at the capital and throughout 
tho kingdom, num erous small upris­ 
ings or dom on 8tartions occurring in 
the last twenty-four hours. Each side 
in the struggle has made It apparent 
that it will adhere stubbornly to its 
policies. 
Likelihood of the injection of the 
Carlists into the fight and the return 
of Don Jaim e is viewed with great 
alarm by the conservative elements. 
The pretender see* an opportunity lo 
realize

aspirations, 
and 
it 
is 
thought he will avail himself of the 
chance. 
The controversy tn t ween the Vat! 
can and Spain had its inception four 
or five years ago, when the monastic 
institutions 
in 
Spain were brought 
under the law 
About the sam e tim e 
France becam e Involved tu a sim ilar 
difficulty, m arking a trend of thought 
and action that Is slowly extending 
through Italy and Portugal. 
Concordat Remodeled. 
Subsequent t o this 
movement to 
bring the religious order under state 
control. Spain sought to remodel its 
concordat of 1851 with the Vatican, 
the agreem ent whereby the state con­ 
tributes $8,250,000 to the support of 
the Roman Catholic clergy. 
G overnm ents cam e and went during 
the struggle, four falling in one per 
iod of three m onths— November. 1 9 0 8 , 
to January, 1909. aud now the throne 
of King Alfonso totter* 
Among the first steps taken to re 
model the concordat was to m ake civil 
m arriage obligatory. 
Then the slate 
permitted soldiers to refuse to attend 
mas*. It prevented the priests of the j 
orders from appropriating the perquis­ 
ites of the parish pastors. 
It dissolved 
all orders not having political rights 
in th*- state. 
It gave state officials the 
right to en ter and Inspect the religi­ 
ous houses, and Anally it made all re­ 
ligious orders pay taxes 
Non-Catholic 
bodies 
were

permitted to exist before these condi­ 
tions began to (ake place. 
They were 
made to have their church doors on 
side streets sud were not perm itted 
to build churches that resembled in 
any 
m anner ecclesiastical architect­ 
ure. 
N either were they perm itted to 
make a m visible sign of worship 
Crisis Reached in June. 
The crisis was reached when a re 
vision of the concordat was made on 
June ll. perm itting P rotestant bodies 
to display insignia of public worship. 
This degree elicited a storm of pro 
test from the Catholics, that resulted 
in recalling the Spanish am bassador 
to the Vatican.

C onstant cultivation should be the 
rule, fo r this will keep the soli iu an 
ideal physical condition for th*- roots 
to grow in. beside* keeping the weeds 
iii check. 
Cultivate early and persist­ 
ently aud keep ahead of the weeds. 
Allowing th** weed seeds to germ inate 
and (lieu quickly destroying them by 
frequent cultivation early in the grow ­ 
ing season will save a large am ount of 
work (luring tin* summ er. 
Elim inate all the old fashioned bed* 
aud plant everything in long rows so 
that most of the cultivation can bo 
done with a horse.
